When the searchlights were 
awitched on again, it waa ,to re-

of the Clans. : 

The scene opened with dancing 
and general rejoicing by the 
villagers upon the safe return of 
n raiding party, This gaicty was 
replaced by anxious waiting ap a 
horseman galloped past the village 
and confirmed the general fears 
by holding aloft: tho significant 
Viery Cross. There. was then o 
general move for arms on the 
part of the men-folk, and many 
tearful partings were ‘witnessed 
with the lassies. But the messen- 
ger, all unheeding, had passed out 
Into the night with his grim sum- 
mons, and from the hills,,.a gleam 
presently glowed, and flared. up 
into the aky—the signal for the 
gathering of the clans.

“The Khattak Dance. 


Tho apirit of war was continued 
in the next scone in which were 
seen.o number of Nthe, sinowy 
figures dancing around a cntnp- 
fire, These were Khattak hillmen, 
warriors of a flerce Indian frontier 
tribe, who wero giving expression 
to, an uncontrollabls. impulse by 
whirling, leaping and madly 
gyrating around the fire, against 
which their Jean figures wero out- 
lined ina medley of grotesque 
motions. Dates 
Faster and faster did tho tom- 
toms beat, and madder and maddecr 
grew the" paco of the dance, 
Sometimes’ the “pace and beats 
died down, and the dance then 
became a poctry of rythmfe mo- 
tion, but this was only for a mo- 
ment. With the toms-toms aend- 
ing out the call for quicker and 
quicker motion, the danco , was 
rseumed with.renewed’ and ap- 
parently unquenchablo energy. It 
was a scene not to be caally: for- 
gotton, wild and grotesque in the 
extreme. ‘

given by men of the Srd/15th Pun- 
jabis, was loudly applauded.: ' 


Torchlight Evolutions, : 


The torchlight evolutions; which 
followed on the Khattak “Dance, 
provided. a rare sight. They were 
performed by 440 non-commiasion- 
ed, officers. and men of the, 1st 
Battalion’ of the Queen's Regi- 
ment, and jt was evident from 
the first that the scene wan one 
which © must have entailed 
an immense amount of drilling be- 
fore ‘the varipus evolutions could 
be performed in all their intri- 
cacy, The arena was now in dark- 
ness, soon to be broken by‘points 
of light which appeared to flow 
in from three different sources. 
These merged, in a pattern of 
green and red, into an undulating 
stream, as the men moved in cir- 
eles, the movement imparting a 
wavelike effect to the spectacle. 

On reforming, the .points ° of 
Nght sorted themselves out ‘and 
the word “TATTOO” wan formed, 
being presented to the view.from 
the stands on. an inclined plane. 
The evolution, was smurtly - per- 
formed. : 

In the third evolution, .the 
pattern was of an oven more in- 
triedte ‘character,. It wns the 
formation of a Crown having Ite 


Lgreen'ind red jewels at the base, 


the red Mallese Cross in the cen- 
tre, and fis sides flanked by 
greenflenr-de-tis.” The result was a 
glittering design of green and red 
lighta, which was most effective.
